Four, He Says. 


By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Mich., Feb. 11.— 
Henry Ford today confirmed ru- 
mors that he was planning to bring 
out an improved four and a new 
eight-cylinder car in the near fu- 
ture. He also said the chassis of 
the new models would be so con- 
structed as to permit installation 
of either four or eight cylinder en- 
gines. 

Ford confirmed rumors that the 
new car would be of longer wheel 
base, lower hung chasis and heuv- 
ier. He added that production 
would start some time this month, 
the first public showing to be early 
in March. 

Ford did not indicate what price 
changes, if any, would be involved. 
Many leading automobile execu- 
tives have held that there could be 
no definite upturn in the automo- 
bile industry until Ford's plans 
were disclosed. 

The new line of Ford cars, it is 
understood, will consist of 10 mod- 
els, all of which will continue in 
the low price field. 

Ford expressed the hope that 
materials manufacturers would not 
“begin to raise prices“ coincident 
with increasing activity on the part 
of manufacturers. 

“If American manufacturers do 
their utmost to tartthe wheels of 
industry and the material men be- 
gin to raise prices, the whole effort 
may be throttled,” he said. “In 
times like these everyone has to 
teke some risk, make some sacri- 
fice and even be willing for a time 
to do business without profit in 
order to start the normal processes 
of industry and business again.” 

Ford confirmed earlier reports 
that an improved four-cylinder 
model had been placed in produc- 
tion in December only to be 
scrapped when he decided on fur- 
ther alterations. 

„We're not abandoning the four, 
either in principle or in produc- 
tion,” Ford emphasized in dis- 
cussing the proposed eight-cylinder 
model. The improved four prob- 
ably will be presented at a special 
showing after March 1. 

The date for the introduction of 
the new eight has not been defi- 
nitely determined.

HURLEY CLASHES 
WITH HAWES ON 
PHLPPINE ISSUE 


Secretary of War at Senate 
Hearing Shouts Pending 
Independence Bills Are 
‘‘Cowardly. 99 


MISSOURIAN TRIES 
VAINLY TO STOP HIM 


Cabinet Member's Reply Is, 
“I Am Making This 
Speech; You Wait Until 
I Finis 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—A 
sharp verbal clash between Secre- 
tary of War Hurley and Senators 
advocating Philippine independence 
took place in a committee hearing 
today when Hurley referred to bil's 
before the Senate and House as 
“cowardly.” 

Hurley, his voice raised to a 
shout, applied the adjective to bills 


sponsored by Senators Hawes 
(Dem.), Missouri, and Cutting 
(Rep.), New Mexico, and Repre- 


sentative Hare (Dem.), South Car- 
olina. 

Hawes, leaning forward, sought 
to stop him, but Hurley refused to 
be stopped, asserting, “I am mak- 
ing this speech. You wait until I 
finish.”’ 

“Do you mean to say,” asked 
Hawes, “that Senator Cutting and 
I are cowardly?” 

Hurley replied that the bill “has 
not in it one element of courage. 
“It attempts to tear down all that 
has been built up in the Philip- 
pines over a period of years,” he 
added. 

“No Personal Offense.’’ 

“Then you dont withdraw the 
word cowardly:” Hawes inquired. 

“No, I don’t,” said Hurley. 1 
know that Senator Cutting will un- 
deratand that I mean no personal 
offense and I hope you understand 
it also.“ 

He then reiterated that the “pur- 
pose of the bill is for destroying” 
and that “it is based absolutely on 
tear.“ 

There is not a line in the bill 
that justifies that opinion,” Hawes 
exclaimed. 

Joining the heated argument, 
Senator King (Dem.), Utah, who 
also has introduced a bill for Phil- 
ippine independence, said to Hur- 
ley: “I should be very sorry if you 
remained as Secretary of War for 
an indefinite period and the Philip- 
pines should be under you.” 

“I believe I'm the best friend the 
Philippines have got.“ Hurley shot 
back. “TI am attempting “to 
prevent organized propaganda from 
keeping the Philippines from de- 
coming a member of the family of 
nations. I am fighting for the ex- 
istence of the Philippine Islands.“ 

“Chaos and Revolution.” 

Hurley predicted that chaos 
and revolution” would follow enact- 
ment of the Hawes-Cutting bill 
which provides complete independ- 
ence at a future date. 

“If you must grant independ- 
ence,” he said, “grant it at once 
and let the revolution that will fol- 
low be under their flag, not ours.“ 

In answer to a question from 
King, Hurley said, “your bill is 
courageous, sir.“ The King bill 
provides for immediate independ- 
ence without a preliminary period. 

The interchange between Hurley

and the Senators came suddenly 
after he had given an opening 
statement saying, The political 


chaos in the Orient today is such 
that in my opinion this is no time 
to deal with Philippine independ- 
ence,”’ 

Hurley asked the committee 
whether it desired him to give the 
complete statement which he pre- 
sented to a House committee yes- 
terday. 

King and Hawes replied it would 
not be necessary, as the views of 
the Secretary on this question are 
well known.” 

“100 Per Cent Wrong.” 

Hurley asked King to give his 
idea of these views. The Utah Sen- 
ator replied he understood the Sec- 
retary was not in favor of inde- 
pendence except at some uncertain 
future time. 

“Then you are exactly 100 per 
cent wrong.“ Hurley replied, rais- 
ing his voice. 

“Are you for independence then 
in five years?” asked King. “No 
sir,” shouted Hurley. 

“Ten years?” “No, sir.” 

As King continued asking, Fit. 
teen years, 20 years,” Hurley re- 
plied that it was not a matter of 
years. 

The replies, King said, confirmed 
his view about the Secretary's post- 
tion on independence. 

“The United States,” Hurley de- 
clared, “has proceeded on a defi- 
nite, well defined policy that is ca- 
pable of fulfillment. I believe that 
the responsibilities assumed by the 
United States when it destroyed the 


sovereignty of Spain have not deen 


fulfilled and that the independence 


of the Philippines should be given 


the Japanese.

JAPANESE BOMB HITS

China to Call for Extraor- 
dinary League Assembly 
Session to Consider Op- 


erations of Invaders. 


By the Associated Press. 
GENEVA, Feb. 11,—China will 


call for an extraordinary meeting 
of the League of Nations Assembly, 
in a formal request tonight or to- 


morrow to consider Japanese mili- 
tary operations in Shanghai, offi- 
cial quarters said tonight. 


By the Associated Press. 
SHANGHAI, Feb. 11.—A four- 


hour truce from 8 a. m. to noon to- 
morrow to permit foreigners to 
take non-combatants out of Chapei 


was arranged today, while both the 
Chinese and Japanese continued to 
prepare for an expected heavier 
engagement along the Chapei- 
Woosung fighting line. The Jap- 
a ese are preparing to use 6500- 
pound air bombs at Woosung. 

Hostilities in Chapei will come to 
a hait to permit 30 foreigners 
bearing white flags to get into the 
Chinese native city. Under a Jap- 
anese escort, they will carry out 
women and children and wounded 
found trapped in that shell-torn 
area. 

Arrangements for the truce with 
the Chinese were made by the Brit- 
ish Consul-General and other neu- 
tral officials and Father Jac- 
quinot of St. Francis Xavier's Col- 
lege, who lost an arm and won a 
medal for heroism at Verdun in the 
World War, effected the truce with 
Father Jacquifiot 
once took out an aged woman who 
had refused to leave her bullet-torn 
hovel unless her son came to fetch 
her. The son was afraid, so the 
priest went in. 

U. S. Soldiers on Defense Line. 

United States soldiers of the 
Thirty-first Infantry moved up into 
the front line of settlement defenses 
today, occupying one of the most 
strategic and difficult sectors along 
Woosung Creek. They relieved 
three. companies of Shanghai vol- 
unteers, one of which was made up 
of American business men. 

The American soldiers will guard 
the settlement from the gas works 
on Soochow Creek northward along 
the boundary to within a city block 
of North Railroad Station in Cha- 
pei, one of the focal points in the 
nearly two-weeks-long fighting in 
the native quarter. The American 
line joins the Japanese on Range 
Road, on the border of the settle- 
ment. 

Meanwhile, sporadic outbursts of 
fighting occurred both at the Cha- 
pei and Woosung ends of the fight- 
ing zone. Fires were set near the 
International Settlement by Japa- 
nese bombers, and the invaders 
also loosed aerial projectiles on the 
Chinese airdrome at Hunojao, five 
miles west of Shanghai. They 
dropped 50 bombs, the Chinese said 
tearing up the ground around the 
hangars and shaking the country- 
side. Although many British and 
American residents lived near the 
hangars, no casualties were report- 
ed. The Chinese removed air 
planes from the hangars. The day 
was comparatively quiet as a re- 
sult of the Japanese troops cele- 
brating Japan's “Empire day” to- 
day. 

Marines Have Close Call. 

Earlier in the day 19 United 
States Marines narrowly missed be- 
ing hit by a Japanese acrial bomb 
in the International Settlement. The 
projectile hit a Chinese-owned cot- 
ton Mill. on Soochow Creek, in 
which the marines were billeted, 
killing five Chinese women and 
children, workers in the mill. None 
of the marines was injured. 

The marines, an officer and 18 
men, were in their billets, marinc 
authorities said, when two Japanes: 
planes swooped over the building 
and released bombs. one of which 
wrecked the mill, blowing out one 
side of it. A number of other 
American marines were on duty at 
sandbag emplacements in front o 
the building. About 1500 Chinese 
employes were in the mill at the 
time. 


Reparations Promised. 

Rear Admiral Shimada visited 
United States Marine headquarters 
immediately after the bombing and 
expressed his regret there as well 
as to Admiral Taylor of the United 
States Asiatic fleet. Describing the 
bombing as a mistake, the Japa- 
nese commander announced that 
reparations would be made for the 
killing and wounding of the Chi- 
nese and for property damage. 

Shimada said the incident oc- 
curred while Japanese planes were 
combing a concentration of Chinese

PINEVILLE, Ky., Feb. 11.—The 
busiest day for Bell County offi- 
cers since coal field troubles began 
saw the arrest of 36 persons and

Alan Taub, New York. attorney, 
and 11 writers who brought food 
and supplies to Bell County miners, 
crossed. the State line early today 
aftér an exciting hour during which 
they were arrested in their hotel 
rooms, charged with disorderly con- 
duct, arraigned in Police Court, had 
the charges dismissed, packed their 
bags and motored out of Pineville 
accompanied by officers. 

The writers left two of their 
group in jail. They were Harold 
Hickerson and Doris Parks, who 
were arrested on open charges 
when they addressed a mass meet- 
ing of striking miners, despite 
warnings of County Attorney Wal- 
ter Smith. Hickerson and Doris 
Parks were held for hearing Mon- 


day on criminal syndicalism 
charges. 
Hickerson, a New York play- 


wright, and Miss Parks, secretary 
of the Tennessee-Kentucky strik- 
ing miners”. relief committee, 
waived arraignment before County 
Judge George Vanbeber and were 
held in $5000 bond each on the 
criminal syndicalism charges and 
$5000 each on peace warrants. 
Hickerson had previously refused 
and offer to have the charges 
dropped if he would leave the 
county.

Glass Introduces Emergen- 
cy Measure to Broaden 
Rediscount Requirements 
of Reserve System. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—The 
emergency measure opening the 
doors of the Federal Reserve for 
rediscounting new paper, was in- 
troduced in the Senate late today 
by Senator Glass (Dem.), Virginia, 
with a statement saying the legisla- 
tion would not be used “for exces- 
sive rauen of the currency.” 


The measure would permit banks 


in exigent circumstances” to get 


accommodation at a Federal Re- 
serve Bank on security not now per- 
mitted by existing law. 

Approval of six members of the 
Federal Reserve Board would be 
necessary for the rediscounting of 
this new paper. 

The. bill provides that a Federal 
Reserve Bank “may make advances 
to a member bank on its time or 
demand promissory notes secured to 
the satisfaction of the Federal Re- 
serve Bank.” 

What the measure will do is to 
relieve the pressure on small Fed- 
eral Reserve member banks which 
have exhausted their discountable 
paper, by permitting the Federal 
Reserve System to rediscount other 
sound securities of these banks 
which are not now technically 
eligible. 

Gold for Credit 

It will make all the assets ac- 
quired by the reserve banks under 
present law available, for one year 
only, as collateral for Federal Re- 
serve notes, yp to 60 per cent of 
the Jatter. At present, for lack of 
other eligible collateral, the Re- 
serve System has in the Treasury 
almost double the 40 per cent gold 
required to be deposited against its 
notes. This change will release, it 
is calculated, nearly a billion in 
free gold, available for all credit 
purposes. 

It is not proposed at this time to 
issue new currency against this 
gold, however. It is to be used 
rather for handling the paper 
which the new bill will make dis- 
cc untable. 

The measure will supplement 
the eff*rts of. the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, as both are 
designed to relieve the frozen con- 
dition of the nation’s credit system, 
but the administration is hopeful 
the present plan will get even fast- 


jer results than are in sight for the 


corporation’s loans.

LEVINSON GIVES 
HIS TESTIMONY, 


Relates Conversation With 
Attorney Richards and 
Negotiation for Return of 
Abduction Victim—Ben 
Harris a Witness. 


Alexander Berg, wealthy fur 
dealer, was on the witness stand 
for more than an hour in Cir- 
cuit Judge Ossinx’s court today 
for cross-examination in the trial 
of Charles Heuer, one of six men 
charged with kidnaping him. on 
Nov. 6 and holding him for more 
than four days before releasing him 
on a still unfulfilled promise of 
350,000 ransom. 

Heuer, former convict alleged by 
the State to have been the leader 
of the kidnapers, is the first of the 
six defendants to face a jury. All 
are charged with kidnaping for ran- 
som. The State has indicated in 
the Heuer trial that it will ask the 
jury to impose the maximum pen- 
alty, death by hanging. - 

In cross-examination, Verne 
Lacy, of counsel for Heuer, began 
by asking the witness if he had dis- 
cussed his testimony with others 
prior to his appearance on the 
witness stand. Berg freely admitted 
that he had talked the case over 
with the police and Circuit Attor- 
ney. . 

Lacy asked him if his memory 
was clearer on the kidnaping now 
than it was when he appeared as a 
State’s witness in a hearing after 
the kidnaping wherein an attempt 
was made to obtain the release on 
bond of Paul A. Richards, attorney 
and self-declared agent of the kid- 
napers, who is now under indict- 
ment. 

Still Under Doctor’s Care, 

Berg replied that it was, that he 
had been under a severe. nervous 
strain immediately following the 
kidnaping. 

“You were under the care of a 
physician prior to the kidnaping, 
weren’t you?” Lacy asked. 

“Yes,” Berg replied, and the 
kidnaping did me no good. I am 
still under a physician's care.“ 

Berg testified that he had first 
told the story of the kidnaping to 
John T. Rogers of the Post-Dis- 
patch news staff, a short time aft- 
er he returned to his apartment in 
the Park Plaza on the early morn- 
ing of Nov. 11. He said he had 
since read newspaper accounts of 
his experience, but was unwilling to 
say whether or not they had served 
to refresh his memory. 

Lacy’s cross-examination took the 
routine course, an effort to shake 
the witness in details of his story. 
He referred continuously to the 
transcript of the bond hearing as 
he took Berg over his testimony. 
In several instances he showed that 
Berg's testimony at the Heuer trial 
covered points not mentioned in the 
ball proceeding, but he uncovered 
no discrepancies in fact. 


Lacy tried to establish that Berg 
should be able to identify the two 
men who climbed into his automo- 
bile the night of the kidnaping, 
but the fur manufacturer stuck to 
his assertion made on direct ex- 
amination, that it all happened so 
quickly he got no good view of the 
men,

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—Feder- 


al appropriations for wunemploy- 
ment relief were called “criminally 
unwise” in the Senate today by 
Senator Reed (Rep.) of Pennsyl- 
Vania. 


The Senate was considering the 
La Follette-Costigan bill, which, in 
its amended form, would provide 
$375,000,000 of Federal funds te 
be distributed among the needy 
jobless of the states, and an addi- 
tional $375,000,000 gift for road- 
building. A dramatic interlude 
punctuated the debate when Sena- 
tor Frazier, North Dakota Pro- 
gressive, read from “emergency or- 
ders” recently issued to the Illinois 
National Guard for dealing with 
“domestic distuurbances” which 
might occur during the depression. 

Senators sat in silence while 
Frazier grimly recited the instruc- 
tions, in which troop commanders 
were directed never to temporize 
with mobs, always to use ball am- 
munition and fire to hit, to post 
sharpshooters in upper story win- 
dows to pick off mob leaders, and 
always to attack in the rear and 
flank. 

“It appears.” Senator Frazier 
said, that the War Department 
has its own plan for dealing with 
the unemployment situation, and 
and its consequences. I much pre- 
fer the La Follette-Costigan plan, 
but perhaps the Senate would be 
interested in the War Department's 
plan.” 

Reads From Manual. 

He then read from a manual en- 
titled “Emergency plans fer domes- 
tic disturbances,” issued to the 
33d National Guard Division, un- 
der the name of Major-General Roy 
D. Keehn. After stating that a 
continuation of the depression 
might lead to rioting. directions 
were given for dealing with it. 

“Troops should never be ordered 
on riot duty without an ample sup- 
ly of ball ammunition,” the man- 
wal stated. “No blank cartridges 
will be issued. Never fire over the 
heads of rioters. The aim should

There may be some merit in the 
order to fire low.“ Frazier com- 
mented. “A ball fired through the 
momach would meet with such lit- 
tle resistance that one bullet prob- 
ably would be sufficient to kill half

Under the chapter heading, The 
importance of quelling a mob in 
ita incipiency,” troop commanders 
were informed by the manual that 
“the logical place to attack a mob 
is in the rear flank,” because cow- 
ards usually are found there, and 
“once a break begins, the others 
are likely to follow like sheep.” 

Need Not Fear Reprisal. 

“Officers and men should not 
fear reprisal in case of one or more 
people are killed. The laws of 
most states and the common law 
provides that unless it is proven 
that the killing was through mal- 
ice, wantonness or cruelty, the sol- 
dier is not punishable for it, even 
though he used bad judgment.” 

Pointing out that under present 
law the National Guard is a part of 
the regular army, Frazier declared 
that the orders had been framed in 
the War Department, and the War 
Department had trained troops in 
their execution. 

“It is not my idea of the way 
the Government should deal with 
the unemployment situation,“ he 
said, “but that way may be adopted 
unless we pass this bill to relieve 
suffering and provide jobs.” 

An amendment to cut the relief 
appropriation in the bill to $125,- 
660,000, eliminating the $250,000,-

While the Senate disposed of 
emendments a bill was introduced 
in the House calling for $125,000,- 
600 to be made avaliable immedi- 
ately to the states for highway con- 
struction. 

All ot the funds would be ex- 
pended by Jan. 1, 1983, and the 
amounts advanced would be reim- 
bursed to the Federal Government 
over a period of 10 years, com- 
mencing with the fiscal year 1938. 
The reimbursements would come 
from reguiar highway apportion- 
ments. 

The Senate adopted two minor 
committee amendments and one by 
Senator Norris (Rep.). Nebraska, 
to add 6376,00, % to the bill for 
roa dconstruction. This would in- 
crease the bill's total to $750,000, . 
900.

Charges that Japanese aerial 
bombers killed §1 Chinese flood 
refugees, men, women and chil- 
dren, in a refugee camp in Chapel 
last week, were filed today with 
Japanese Consul-General Murai by 
Sir John Hepe-Simpson, director of 
the National Flood Relief Commis- 
sion. 

The bombardments, Sir John said, 
occurred Feb. 5 and 6. Sir John 
contended the bombing of the refu- 
gees’ camp was unnecessary and 
without military advantage. The 
first raid, he said, resulted in the 
killing of a woman and a boy and 
the wounding of four other Chi- 
nese, one of whom died later. 

The next day, he said, the planes 
again dropped bombs on the camp, 
killing 48 persons, many of them 
women, and most of whom were 
patients in the camp hospital. The 
planes returned twice again on 
Feb. 7, he said, and bombed the 
camp both times, but the refugees 
had been evacuted the night be- 
fore.

brated its Fourth of July today— 
the national holiday Kigensetsu— 
with patriotic demonstrations which 
reflected the martial events Of re- 
cent weeks in Manchuria and at 
Shanghai. 

Kigensetsu is the day on which 
the empire celebrates the supposed 
anniversary of its founding by 
Jimmu Tenno, a descendant of the 
sun goddess, in 660 B. C. There 
were parades by patriotic organi- 
zations, in which youths and school 
girls marched behind blaring bands 
and the national flag. 

On the banners which marchers 
carried were slogans such as: “Be 
loyal to the Emperor,” “Love our 
country,” “Don the steel helmet 
and protect the fatherland,” “Cour- 
age and service for country.” 

The parades converged on the 
great plaza in front of the imperial 
palace and the paraders bowed in 
respect to their ruler. 

In other cities outward evidences 
of war spirit were entirely lacking.

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DISCOVERS HOW TO PIERCE 
ARMOR OF PNEUMONIA GERM 


Dr. O. T. Avery of New York to 
Receive $1500 College of 
Physicians’ Prize.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 11. — 
Discovery of how to pierce the pro- 
tective “armor” of a pneumonia 
germ, making possible its destruc- 
tion, has brought to Dr. O. T:. 
Avery of New York a $1500 prize 
from the American College of Phy- 
sicians. e 

Award of the prize to Dr. Avery, 
who is on the staff of the hospital 
of the Rockefeller Institute, was 
announced today. The prize is 
given in memory of Dr. John Phil- 
lips of Cleveland, O., who died 
while engaged in rescue work at 
the Cleveland clinic disaster of May 
15, 1929. 

Dr. Avery not only found how to 
pierce the pneumonia germ’s armor. 
but was first to discover that it 
had this armor, or protective cov- 
ering that shielded it from destruc- 
tion. He then discovered another 
microbe which gives off a sub- 
stance that dissolves the protective 
covering. The pneumonia germ 
then is open to attack by the white 
corpuscles in the pneumonia pa- 
tient’s blood, which destroy it. 

Dr. Avery will receive the prive 
April 6, during the annual clinical 
session of the College of Physicians 
in San Francisco.

These provide for a State con- 
vention to be held in St. Louis, 
probably late in April and the selec- 
tien of 41 delegates to the national 
convention——-32 district delegates 
with three-fourths of a vote each, 
and nine delegates-at-large with a 
full vote each, making the 33 votes 
allotted to Missouri by the National 
convention. 
To avoid throwing the selection 
of delegates into the State conven- 


might not be an even geograph- 
ical apportionment, the party 
heads worked out @ plan for the 
selection of district delegates at 
meetings in the old 16 Congression - 
al districts with fractional votes, 
and the selection of nine delegates- 
at-large. 

This will make possible recogni- 
tlon of the local party leaders in

State Ticket Discussed. 

The absence of any real contest 
between presidential candidates 
caused the Republicans here for 
the committee meeting and the an- 
nual Lincoln day banquet of the 
Association of Young Republicans 
tomorrow, to devote most of their 
time to a discussion of the contests 
for nomination for State offices, the 
race between Lieutenant-Governor 
Winter and Secretary of State 
Charles U. Becker attracting par- 
ticular attention. 
Virtually all the heads of State 
departments, who are supporting 
Winter, were on hand, and Becker 
was flanked by many of those edi- 
tors of sural Republican newspa- 
pers to whom he has been die- 
tributing official printing for the 
last 11 years. 

Simuitaneously with the commit- 
tee meeting, the Missouri Repub- 
lican Editorial Association, con- 

dered largely a Becker organiza- 
tion, was in session at the Amer- 
ican Hotel. 

Chief interest in the association's

“TAKE THE BARBER” 
FREED BY b. S. JUDGE 


Charge Not Felony Under Iili- 
nois Law and Therefore Not 
Extraditable. 


By fae oetaed, Pre 11. — Federal 
Judge George A. Carpenter today 
dismissed John (Jake the Barber) 
Factor, wanted in England for an 
alleged $7,000,000 stock swindle, 
holding that the charge was not a 
felony under Illinois law and there- 
fore not extraditable. 

Factor has been in jail since a 
United States. Commissioner. or- 
dered him extradited. 

The United States District Judge 
upheld the contentions of Factor's 
counsel and sustained the habeas 
corpus proceedings in his behalf, 
thereby throwing out the decision 
of United States Commissioner Ed- 
win K. Walker, who had ordered 
the prisoner peturned to England 
after months of hearings. 

Another Federal Judge, Louis 
FitzHenry, previously had ruled 
against Factor in a similar habeas 
corpus action, his decision on the 
point of law being éxactly opposite 
to Judge Carpenter's. 
Factor was arrested last May 20, 
surrendering on a warrant sworn 
out by the British Consul, Godfrey 
Haggard. Since then he constant- 
ly has been in the custody of a 
Federal Marshal, declining to fur- 
nish the $50,000 bail the court 
fixed. He was discharged from 
custody today. 
The British Government appealed 
from Judge Carpenter’s decision 
and the court fixed Factor's appeal 
bond at $50,000. The case will be 
taken to the Circuit Ceurt of Ap- 
peals. 
Aid Gets 21 Months in Prison in 
London. 
By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Feb. 11—Arthur J. 
Klein, alleged associate of John 
(Jake the Barber) Factor of Chi- 
cago, has been sentenced to prison 
for 21 months after conviction hére 
on a charge of receiving more than 
£250,000 (about $1,250,000 at par) 
which he knew had been unlawful- 
ly obtained. 
Klein, who had been on trial for 
11 days, was acquitted ef other 
charges. His counsel argued that 
until he became associated with 
Factor, whose banking accounts he 
managed, “nothing could be said to 
the detriment of his character.”

—well into the national campaign 
in which friends hope to nominate 
and elect Roosevelt to the Presi- 


dency. 
Undertaken ostensibly to find out 
why State budget obligations 


amount to $301,000}000, the resolu- 
tion was branded by a Democratic 
Senator, William T. Byrne of Al- 
bany, as purely an attempt to find 
sammunjtion for the campaigns— 
State and national—in 1932.“ 
Senator Henry G. Schackno, New 
York City Democrat, introduced 
severa lamendments, 
make the investigation open to the 
public, non-political in character 
and finally to include two Demo- 
crats on the committee the Repub- 
lican steam roller flattened them 
out.

Mussolini Calls on Pope 
At Vatican on Anniversary 


Of Church and State Pact 


National Holiday in 


Italy; Crowds Cheer 


Premier Along Way—He Talks With Pon- 
tiff for Hour and Emerges, Smiling.

VATICAN CITY, Feb. 11.—Pre- 
mier Mussolini and Pope Pius XI

met for the first time today in the 
Pope’s library at the Vatican and 
were closeted together for a full 
hour. 

The visit took place as the whole 
country was celebrating a new Na- 
tional holiday, the third® anniver- 
sary of the signing of the Lateran 
Treaty between Italy and the Vat- 


ican This treaty, negotiated by 
envoys of Mussolini and the Pope, 
ended the long voluntary “impris- 
onment” of the Popes in the Vat- 
ican and restored relations be- 
tween the State and the Holy See. 
It recognized the Pope as a tem- 
poral sovereign within the limits 
of Vatican City. 

The visit, expected for several 
months since the settlement of the 
controversy over the Catholic Ac- 
tion Society, had been expected to 
last only a few minutes, but con- 
tinued for an hour. 

Judging by Mussolini’s smile as 
he emerged, the meeting was most 
pleasant. It was not learned what 
was discussed, but from all signs it 
was a thoroughly friendly talk. 

After the private conversation 
ended Mussolini presented the 
members of his party to the Pope 
and then bent and kissed the 
Pope's ring, as he did when he en- 
tered. He then said farewell and 
went to visit Cardinal Pacelli, Pa- 
pal Secretary of State. Later he 
went to St. Peter’s and knelt in 
prayer. 

Crowds Cheer Premier on Way. 

Setting out to make the call, 
Mussolini’s official party left the 
Palazzo Venezia in Rome shortly 
after 10 a. m. and made it way to 
Vatican City through troop-lined 
streets. Thousands of Italians in 
holiday attire cheered the Premier 
as he passed along. 

The party was escorted by cari- 
hinieri and was accompanied by 
Ambassador de Vecchi of the Holy 
See. The route was covered with 
orange-colored sand, as is done for 
the cortege of King Victor Emman- 
uel. 

A short time later the Pope and 
the Premier met face to face in the 
Pope’s private apartments, shook 
hands and sealed their peace in 
friendly conversation. No one wit- 
nessed the meeting. 

Mussolini traveled a little less 
than a mile in Vatican City. Near- 
ly all of this was by motor car, but 
the last 150 yards was afoot, 50 
yards up four flights of stairs to the 
high second-floor papal apartment 
and 109 yards through 10 great. 
high-ceilinged rooms to the library. 

Mussolini might have entered the 
massive doorway in the right colon- 
nade where hangs the great bronze 
door that was shut for 58 years 
when the Popes were voluntary 
“prisoners,” or he could have 
taken the elevator, but he chose to 
go to the Pope as have millions of 
others, high and low. 

Ceremonious Reception. 

Entering the piazza of St. Peter's, 
before the great basilica, the Pre- 
mier's car swung to the left and al- 
most circled St. Peter's, going be- 
hind M along a winding rising road 
under arches in walls several yards 
thick, through three small courts 
into the Court of San Damaso, 
heart of the Catholic Church's ad 
ministration, the courtyard of the 
palace of the Vatican, where the 
Pope lives and where are the high 
papal offices. 


low and blue costumes designed by 
Michelangelo four centuries ago, 
saluted at the gate of the city. In 
the court of San Damaso there was 
a detachment of papal gendarmes. 
Swiss guards with halberds were at 
the entrance to the Vatican. 

Mussolini was received at the 
door by the private chamberlain, 
Mgr. Arborio Mella di Sant Elia. 
He entered first the Clementine 
room, where another detachment 
of Swiss guards presented arms 
with their seven-foot halberds. 
Then, still escorted, he walked 
through 10 great rooms to the 
Pope’s private library, saluted by 
groups of officers of the Palatine 
and Noble guards, chamberlains 
and members of papal orders. 

First Meeting of the Two. 

This was the first meeting of the 
two chiefs who settled Italy’s long 
quarrel with the church. Both 
come from Milan. Mussolini doubt- 
less saw the present Pope during 
ceremonies there. The Pope, then 
Achille Cardinal Ratti, was for 
seven months Archbishop of Milan 
and Mussolini was the youngest 
leader of the growing Fascist move- 
ment. 

When Cardinal Ratt was elected 
Pope, Feb. 6, 1922, Mussolini was 
in Rome. He was in the crowd of 
thousands before St. Peter’s when 
the election was proclaimed. 

According to a story told by the 
Minister of Agriculture, Giacomo 
Acerbo, Mussolini exclaimed: “I be- 
lieve that with Pope Ratti one can 
do something.” 

Soon afterward the Fascist march 
on Rome put Mussolini at the head 
of the Government. Four years 
later began the secret negotiations 
for settlement of the old “Roman 
question.” On Feb. 11, 1929, Mus- 
solini and Cardinal Gasparri signed 
the Lateran treaty, the concordat 
and the financial convention. 

Mussolini has been twice public- 
ly in Vatican City. He went there 
June 6, 1929, for the exchange of 
ratifications of the treaties and to 
hand over the voucher for $92,000,- 
000 to compensate the Pope for 
loss of property and income during 
the 58-year controversy. Again he 
went to St. Peter’s, April 24, 1930, 
traditional anniversary of the 
founding of Rome, but more im- 
portant then as the marriage day 
ot his daughter Edda and Galeaz- 
zo Ciano, son of the present Min- 
ister of Communications. Mussolini, 
like others of the party of 15, 
crossed himself with holy water, 
kissed the toe of St. Peter’s statue 
and knelt at the altar. 

Peace Shattered, Restored. 

The peace between the papacy 
and the Italian kingdom secured 
by the lateran treaty of 1929 was 
shattered last summer and then 
recemented by mow recent events. 
The rupture came over the Fascist 
conflict with the Catholic Action 
Society because of the society’s al- 
leged political activities. This was 
smoothed over by the accord of 
September. The Catholic Action 
agreed to accept no leaders who 
were not pleasing to the Fascists; 
to keep out of politics, and to de- 
centralize—that is, to come under 
the authority of diocesan Bishops 


instead of the central authority in 


Rome. In return, the Fascists per- 
mitted the Catholic Action clubs 
to reopen. 

Several weeks ago the Pope gave 
further evidence of the reconcilia- 
tion by decorating Mussolini with 
the Order of the Golden Spur and 
Foreign Minister Dino Grandi with

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


HE Pennsylvania Railroad is reported 
as asking $5,000,000 per month from 


the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 


tion, President Atterbury does not say 


how many months it will be necessary tc 
provide this sum. 
But assuming that Mr, Atterbury, Uke 


most of us, hasn't found the corner to 


turn to find prosperity, and he may be 
another 12 monthg in locating the corner, 
his company will need $60,000,000. Using 
the expert and engineering factor of 
safety, he may need one-half more, or 
$90,000,000. 

The Pennsylvania represents one-eighth 
of the nation’s railroad investment, and 
supposing Hell and Maria may want to 
treat all railroads alike, it will require 
$720,000,000 to finance the railroads, 
Wouldn't it be advisable for the rail- 
roads to make application for the amount 
at once and take the money now on 
about 414 per cent interest basis? 

International and domestic bankers are 
going to need a lot of money to stabilize 
the value of seven billion dollars of for- 
eign private loans. Investment bankers 
tell us there is 10 billion dollars of real 
estate mortgages in default in our coun- 
try. It has been suggested some of the 
money of the Reconstruction Corpora- 
tion would be used to finance them and 
building and loan associations, who in 
turn are to finance small home owners. 
Then there comes the farmer. He will 
be at the trough and won't be satisfied 
if he doesn't get his finger in the pie. 
Hence, the suggestion that whatever the 
railroads need should be applied for in 
heroic doses, for the reason the board of 
the corporation might let insurance com- 
panies, land banks and others have some 
money, and be out of funds to meet the 
railroads’ deferred demands, 

Next to agriculture, the railroads are 
the largest business industry in the 
United States. And when it comes to 
getting Government support they have al- 
ways been first. Hence, it would be just 
too bad te disappoint them. Besides, 
with a 10 per cent wage reduction and 
an 8 per cent freight rate increase, they 
will hardly miss the interest to be paid 
on the loans. 

More important than this is the fact 
that every owner of foreign bonds or do- 
mestic real estate bonds in default would 
bet his holdings that President Hoover 
and his party will not be re-elected and, 
if not, it may happen that Dawes, Ogden 
Millis, Hyde, et al, will not have their 
jobs long. All these borrowers would be 
up against a tough proposition.if they 
made application for a loan to a Gov- 
ernment headed by Reed of Missouri or 
Roosevelt of New York, and have all the 
Senators like Borah, Walsh, Wheeler, La 
Follette and Glass to fuss with. 

This suggestion might save the Gov- 
ernment some money. If it lent the two 
billion dollars, say in two months, it 
could use the services of all the board 
except one, perhaps, as membefs of fer 
eign commissions, and probably they 
would get back in time to collect the 
loans when due. The interest payments, 
with a little extra help, can be collected 
by the Treasury Department, and it is 
assumed no demand of payment as to 
principal will be made until further 
freight rate increases and wage reduc- 
tions are arranged, JOHN DOE.

How American bankers, with the support of the 
State Department and the U. 8.

The 
story is the familiar one of dollar diplomacy. Haiti 
owed money to France, which landed marines on the 
island in June, 1915, followed in July by American 
occupation. In 1917, the Haitian Congress,in process 
of drafting a new constitution, was dissolved by Gen. 
Smediey Butler. A financial adviser, sent by the 
State Department, urged the French debt be paid off 
with an American loan. A second financial adviser 
in 1922 obtained a loan of $16,000,000 from the Na- 
tional City Bank, which was eventually increased to 
$23,500,000. The effect of this was to deprive Haiti 
of liberty, forfeit its control of its dwn finances and 
put its army and police in charge of U. 8. Marines. 
Leger insists his country did not want the loan, bat 
was forced to take it. 
Mr. Hoover, recognizing the injustice done to thfs 
small republic, inaugurated a policy of gradual with- 
drawal of American interference, which is expected 
to be complete in 1936. He followed the report of the 
Forbes Commission of 1930. In October, 1930, Haiti 
was permitted to hold the first congressional election 
since Gen. Butler's coup in 1917. The next step was 
the appointment of a civilian as Minister to succeed 
Brigadier-General Russell, head of the military com 
mission. In October, 1931, three government depart- 
ments, formerly administered by Americans, were re- 
turned to Haitian officials.

A specially pertinent reason recites the fact that 
no one can foresee at this time what conditions win 
be when the convention meets in June. It might very 
well happen that the favorite of today would not be 
the logical choice of an unpledged convention four 
months from now. It is conceivable, at least, that the 
man of the hour may appear in the meantime. And 
in a situation critical beyond precedent, it is un- 
necessary to labor the point that a convention should 
be free to name the candidate who may have im- 
pressed himself on the party mind as the pre-eminent 
leader, or, in lieu of such eventful development, will 
win preferment in the discussion and rigorous anal- 
ysis of an untrammeled convention. 
More concrete arguments than those advanced by 
Mr. Shouse might be offered as objections to the 
practice of instructed delegations. The practice, as 
all informed people know, roots down into the kind 
of practical politics which manipulates conventions 
for selfish ends, defiantly regardless of the country’s 
welfare. The “favorite son,” tor familiar example, 
without the remotest chance of the nomination, 
takes a pledged delegation from his state and, from 
the outset, is in position of vantage to bargain with 
other “favorite sons,” and effect combinations for or 
against the leading contender.

We do not mean to imply that Mr. Hoover would 
not be the choice of a free convention. He probably 
would be. In the circumstances, however, his nom- 
ination is accepted as a cértainty, and would be even 
though a more available candidate were in the field. 
The system is unwholesome. A national convention. 
charged with the high duty of nominating a candi- 
date for President, ought to be a fair field where the 
dest man wins, Surely it ought te be that today. 
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EDGAR WALLACE, WRITING MACHINE. 
The world has known no more prolific writer than 
Edgar Wallace since the elder Dumas, with his re 
puted output of 1200 volumes. But, unlike Dumas, 
with his staff of hacks and collaborators, Wallace 
wrote alone, or dictated, his more than 150 novels. 
his dozens of plays and scenarios, his endless dra- 
matic columns, magazine articles and daily racing 
notes. He seized at its crest the world-wide craze 
for thrillers and mystery novels, and garnered a 
golden harvest through the incredible machine-like 
rapidity with which he turned them out. From his 
literary hopper often flowed 16,000 words a day: a 
three-act play was the work of a week-end. His 
works soon flooded England and then attained a 
world-wide popularity that caused Hugh Walpole to 
dub him “the wonder child of our period“ Swiftly 
written, his books were gulped down swiftly by his 
public and speedily forgotten when the next week's 
shocker appeared. Now his career ends at Holly- 
wood, where his aptitude for speed in action and pro 
duction naturally led him. He leaves no indelible 
footprints on the literary sands, but he fernished 
many an hour of relaxation and entertainment to a 
vast group ef readers. And his reputation will re- 
main as the man who brought the mass production 
methods of our machine age to the writing game.

Raymond R. Brisbin and Norman 
R. D. Jones. 

Ot the three. Brisbin is most fa- 
miliar with McKinley's situation, 
since he has‘coached the basketball 
team during the school's existence 
as a junior high school. Brisbin 
will continue in the capacity of 
basketball instructor and assume 
the duties of track and field coach 
in the apring. Before he came to 
St. Louis, Brishin was coach at the 
Marshall (Mo.) High School. 

Jones is well fitted for the posi- 
tion of football coach, to which he 
has been appointed by Edwards, 
hecause Jones is a former player, 
and a good one, too. He received 
his early training playing guard on 
the Eureka (III.) College eleven 
and he was honored with a men- 
tion in 1920 and was placed on the 
Little 19 All-Star team in 1921. 

Studied Football Under Zuppke. 

‘After graduating from Eureka, 
Jones went to Illinois University to 
finish his work for a degree and 
while there he took a football 
course under Bob Zuppke and Gil 
Dobie. In 1923 and 1924 Jones was 
line coach at Lincoln (III.) High, 
but he left that job to become prin- 
cipal of Hopedale.

In cold, clear weather yesterday, 
Johann Grottumsbraaten or Nor. 
way, who won both the 18 kilome- 
ters running title and the combined 
running and jumping champion 
ships in the 1928 games, lost the 
running championship to Sven Ut- 
terstrom of*Sweden, but finished 
first among the 33 versatile ath- 
letes who ran jn the 18-kilometers 
championship. 

15,000 Watch Ski Jumping. 
Despite rain falling steadily, a 
crowd of at least 15,000 gathered on 
the* slopes of Intervales Hill, and 
packed the bleachers at the bottom 
and sides of the 60-meters jump, on 
which the Ruud brothers of Nor. 
way have leaped as far as 228 feet 
in practice. The Ruud brothers, 
Sigmund and Birger, did not enter 
the combined competition. 

The jumping slope, hard packed 
with ice that was melting steadily 
and drenched in rain, offered the 
jumpers only the most treacherous 
footing. 

Fritz Kauffman, a Swiss who fin- 
ished fourth in the 18 kilometers 
running section of the combined 
event, jumped 190.4 feet, a matter 
of 69% meters. 

The competition is decided equal- 
ly on form and distance in the 
jump, and speed in the 18 kilo- 
meters race. 

Ross Wilson of Canada and Ce- 
sare Chiogna of Switzerland ynade 
the next best Jumps in the first try, 
clearing about 186 ‘feet each. 
Three jumpers, Stanislaw Maru, 
sarz and Bronislaw Czech, both of 
Poland, and Harold Bosce of Aus- 
tria, fell on the first try and vir- 
tually eliminated themselves from 
the competition. None was hurt. 
Kaufman did even better on his 
second and last jump, clearing 198 
feet to equal the officials intervals 
record and place him: well ahead. 
Chiogna did 195 feet and was close 
behind, 

he defending champion, Johann 
Grottumsbraaten, of Norway, 
leaped easily and carefully 161 feet 
on first try.

FLYERS TONIGHT

Herb Rheaume, star goalie of the 
St. Louis Flyers, who has been out 
of the game for three weeks due to 
a broken bone in his elbow, will re- 
sume his place in the net tonight 
when the team faces the Duluth 
Club at The Arena. : 

Since Rheaume has been absent 
from the lineup, the Flyers have 
won two games, tied two and lost 
four. That record is not to be con- 
strued as a reflection on the ability 
of Tony Christello, youngster who 
took Rheaume’s place. The real 
reason for the team’s slump has 
been due to scoring impotence. 
Still with Rheaume in his accus- 
tomed place, the morale of the 
players is expected to improve and 
his coaching should help to get the 
team back on a winning stride, 
which it must do if it is to remain 
in the running. 

Six Points Out of Lead, 

The goal tender may find it im- 
possible to play the entire contest, 
at that, as his arm probably is 
weak from the effects of the injury 
and he may have to take it easy for 
a game or two. 

As Kansas City defeated Chicago 
last night 2 to 0, the Flyers remain 
tied for second place, but are six 
points out of first place and only 
two points ahead ot the Tulsa club 
which is pounding along in fourth 
place. Duluth, in the cellar, trails 
the Flyers by only four points. 

During the day off yesterday, 
Coach Dick Carroll spent most of 
his time in an argument with John- 


ny Mitchell, coach of the Duluth f 


club, over the services of Eddie 
Bouchard, wingman. Despite the 
fact that President William F. 
Grant investigated the situation 
and awarded the player to Duluth, 
Carroll contends he is the property 
of the St. Louis club and he will 
not permit Bouchard to join Du- 
luth. 
Wants Merrill or Scott. 

Bouchard was a member of the 
Buffalo club. When it disbanded 
both Duluth and St. Louis went af- 
ter him. It seems that he gave@Du- 
luth verbal assurance that he would 
play with them but signed a St. 
Louis contract. Grant holds that 
Bouchard's word was given to Du- 
luth and, in line with the custom 
of sports, a man’s word is supposed 
to be binding. Therefore, Grant 
says, Bouchard should play with 
Duluth. 

Carroll contends that inasmuch 
as the player is signed to a St. 
Louis contract he will not give him 
up unless Duluth parts with Mer- 
rill or Lauri Scott, which Mitchell 
refuses to do. 

Carroll declares he will use 
Bouchard tonight. while Mitchell 
counters with a threat to refuse to 
play it he does. The chances are 
the trouble will be settled amicably 
although Carroll declares he will

obtaining surety bonds due to re- 
cent bank fallutes.. They said the 
officials in many instances were 
compelled either to ‘carry public 
money or risk its loss in the banks, 
The néw statutes will place definite 
limits on the amounts which may 
be deposited in anw single bank 
and the depositories must be desig- 
nated by the County Boards, City 
Councils or Town Auditors.
